The consumer-retailer pledRc ciuiiiiulBn 
which tlif morchnnts of Twin Fnlls are now 
Epon.sorliiB a.s-ii wenpoii acaln.'it. the wart 
enemy ot intlatloii probably hiis far more 
merit than the average Individual realizes. 

First of all. it 111 the American way of meet- 
"hiR a common problem. If con.sumera nnd re- 
tailers wll! volimtocr con.scletitlou.sJy to ob- 
serve established price ceilings and diacour- 
age blnck markcEa. the result should be more 
successful than previous methods of enforce- 
mont imder the CPA. 

This Is not to Infer . that the OPA Is iin- 
nccessnry. But the part It plays In our war- 
time economy will be far more effootlvo with 
the voluntary cooperation of the people, than 
if Its regulations were something forced upon 
thom. 

While the pledge program Is Just being 
established in Twin Fallo, It might be well to 
appraise Us succc.iH In communities where It 
has been in operation for some time. 

In New Orleans, which served as .guinea 
pig for this new method of flghtinR infla- 
■tlon, 250,000 persons vo\unlarlly signed this 
pledge last .spring: 

"I will pay no more than top legal prices. 

"I will accept no rationed goods without 
glvlHE up ration stamps." 

The campaign worked out so well that a 
survey taken a month later showed the whole 
city's average food prices had been reduced 
5 per cent. 

At Hammond, Ind., and Omaha, Neb., the 
program Is reported to be meeting with 
, simllnr success. 

Of course. It's easy for any of us to take 
thl3 pledge. Just as It's easy to go on the 
wagon or get rellgiop'iira revival. The tough 
part Is sticking with It. But It's to our com- 
. mon Interest that the consumer-retailer 
pledge campaign in Twin Palis rcaulta In a 
lot more than Just a week of enthusiasm and 
hoopla. How well we all abido by'ihe pledge, 
once It Is taken, is going to flave a lot to do 
with "the price of groceries." 



ANOTHER GLARING EXAMPLE ^ 

Monday afternoon the Times-News carried 
B United Press dispatch from Salt Lnko Glty, 
. reading as follcws: 

•'A rumor that gnsollno rations In tho 
Rocky riiountaln area would soon be reduced 
had bcea-splkQd.'by tho office of price ad- 
ministration today- when It reported no such 
- reduction had been planned." 

About IO:30 p. m. the same day. the Times- 
News received the following Associated Press 
'dispatch from Washington: 

'■The office of prlco administration today 
cut tho value of A, B nnd C gnsollno coupons 
In the far west from four to three gallons, 
effeqMve at 12:01. a. m., Tuesday, Oct. 12. , 

"Tho curtailment order is effective In the 
states of Washington, Oregon, California. 
Nevada, Idaho, Montana, Wyoming, Utah, 
Colorado arjtl Arizona." 

This Js just another glaring example o( 
the bureaucratic inconsistencies that con- 
tinue to bewilder tho American people and 
■ ■'make Hars out of tho newspapers^' 

Try as hard as they may to keep the public 
Informed with reliable news from official 
sources, the press services and newspapers 
haven't a chance so long as tho government 
bureaus themselves don't know or can't agrco 
on what thejL.are doing. . 



ONE ON THE PEDESTRIAN 

Ordinarily It is the motorist who Is damned 
for scaring the wadding out of hapless pe- 
destrians. He Is portrayed as the Inconsid- 
erate nlt-wlt wlio keeps the man afoot In 
constant Jeopardy by running stop buttons, 
Jumping green lights and otherwise abuilng 
his motoring prlv'legcs. 

But, like in everything else, there is us- 
ually two Bldca to tho story, Tho pedestrians 
sometimes arc Just as much at' fault- for 
making traffic problems a headache. 

Municipal Judge J. O, Pumphrey rccogni^d 
that fact the other day In fining a Twin 
Falls man for an "aggravated case" of Jay- 
walking, which came close to' resultlnj In 
what might have been & serious Occident. 

Maybe a lot of motorists are deserving 
of all the criticism that Is directed against 
drivers generally, but there's no denying a 
_Iot of pedestrians roam around the streets 
like cattle and use about as good judgment. 

Stricter enforcement of traffic regulations 
OB they pertain to pedcatrlana would go a long 
ways toward relieving confusion on our 
downtown streets.
